WASHINGTON t4>» - The illicit 
traffic in n a r c o t i c s is being 
stamp ed out throug hout the world 
desp ite the activ e nonooop eration 
of Communist China, an ex p ert 
in the field said today . 
Harry J. Ansllng er, U.S. com­ 
missioner of narcotics, told news­ 
men the Red Chinese are reap ing 
an “enormous” harv est of foreig n 
ex chang e from dop e addicts the 
world ov er. 
The China mainland, he said, 
is the source of about 65 p er cent 
of the narcotics found in illicit 
channels. 
~*T5ther 
countries 
are 
making 
an effort to stop the traffic,” he 
said. “The Red Chinese g ov ern­ 
ment is doing nothing at all. The 
narcotics come down from Red 
China to Burma, Thailand and 
Laos. Some of it then finds its 
way to Hong Kong and Jap an, 
thence to the United States.” 
Aside from Red China, he said, 
the main 
source of heroin is 
, Sy ria.

and

traffickers,

ium, then morp hine, then heroin. 
“The situation has g rown so 
bad,” Ansling er said, “that the 
Turks recently mined their bor­ 
ders to keep the smug g lers out.” 
Ansling er is the U.S. rep resen­ 
tativ e to the United Nations Com­ 
mission on Narcotic Drug s and 
recently studied the full rep ort on 
the worldwide narcotics situation. 
In the United States, the com­ 
missioner said, there are about 
50.000 
addicts. 
That 
rep resents 
one addict to ev ery 3,500 of the 
p op ulation. Twenty to 30 y ears 
ag o the ratio was one addict to 
•v ery 400 p ersons.

WASHINGTON (Æ) - Farmers 
v ote today on marketing quotas 
on the 1958 wheat crop in a ref­ 
erendum that could affect the fu­ 
ture of federal crop controls. 
The quotas—now in effect for 
the fourth consecutiv e wheat crop 
—require ap p rov al of at least two- 
thirds of the g rowers v oting . Poll­ 
ing p laces were p rov ided by the 
Ag riculture Dep artment in local 
areas in the 36 commercial wheat 
p roducing states. 
Quotas would limit sales tot he 
Quotas would limit sales to the 
farm’s acreag e allotment. Ex cess 
sales would be subject to a p en­ 
alty tax of around $1.05 a bushel. 
The 
referendum 
comes 
at 
a 
time when g ov ernment crop con­ 
trols are under attack by Secre­ 
tary of Ag riculture Benson. He 
has told cong ressional committees 
as well as farm and city audi­ 
ences that the controls and p rice 
sup p orts for major crop s are not 
working 
to 
stabilize 
p roduction 
and p rices. 
Benson, howev er, has ex p ressed 
no v iew on how farmers should 
v ote on the wheat controls. 
But the secretary ’s criticism of 
controls in an ap p eal for their 
elimination 
has 
been 
countered 
with a warm defense of controls 
by the National Farm ers’ union, 
farm 
org anization 
which 
has 
strong membership s in northern 
Great Plains wheat areas. It has 
conducted a 
v ig orous camp aig n 
in behalf of the quotas. 
Should 
farmers 
ap p rov e 
the 
p rog ram, the union would inter­ 


p ret this, its leaders said, as a 
strong indication that wheat g row­ 
ers disag ree with Benson. But re­ 
jection of the quotas mig ht well 
be taken by Benson backers as 
ev idence 
that 
g rain 
p roducers 
ag ree with him.

were 
watching the referendum. 
The wheat farmers hav e nev er 
turned down quotas. In a similar

Sauerkraut 
We have had several questions 
as to how to make sauer kraut in 
a fruit jar. There is no recom­ 
mended method for this p rocedure 
as “true sauerkraut” is made by 
the p rocess 
fermentation of a 
large quantity of cabbage which 
has had salt added. The mixture 
of salt and cabbage p roduces a 
brine which causes the fermenta­ 
tion if held at the p rop er temp era­ 
ture. 
The method of adding salt and 
water to the cabbage in a quart 
jar only p roduces a soured cab­ 
bage and not sauerkraut. 
The following method for mak­ 
ing sauerkraut if recommended: 
Select mature, sound heads of 
cabbage. After removing all de­ 
cayed or dirty leaves, quarter the 
heads, slice off the core p ortion, 
and weigh. Shred the cabbage fine 
—shreds not more than 1-16 inch 
wide and no thicker than a dime. 
Weigh out one p ound of salt for 
every 40 p ounds of cabbage. The

WASHINGTON — Tba Dix ie-Republican coali­ 
tion which has operated so successfully for so 
man y y ears is dead. 
This was behin d the furious statemen t of Mis­ 
sissippi’s Con gressman Bill Colmer who turn in g 
to Republican s on the left of the House floor, 
blurted: 
“I remin d my frien ds on the left that there 
have been times in the history of Con gress in 
recen t y ears, durin g the Roosevelt an d the 'Tru­ 
man admin istration s as well as the Eisen hower 
admin istration , when support from that section 
of the coun try kn own as the south has n ot on ly 
been welcomed but it has been sought.” 
WTiat he mean t was that the coalition which 
has traded Republican votes for southern Demo­ 
cratic votes to block bills favorin g Negroes an d 
bills favorin g labor an d public power was dead. 
The promise of more Negro votes in I960 
plus the Negroes’ growin g swin g to the Republi­ 
can s. however, was too much. Even stan ch Re­ 
publican s who have been foun dation ston es of 
the coalition in the past, deserted. 
Furiously 
an d desperately , Mississippi’s Colmer had trieij 
to lin e up deals with the Republican s to block 
the civil rights bill. So had courtly Con gressman 
Howard Smith of Virgin ia. ’This time Republican 
refused to horse-trade. ’They spurn ed every offer. 
Deal OB Hells Cany o n? ? 
’The horse-tradin g has n ow turn ed to the Sen ate, 
where Mississippi’s cigar-puffin g big Jim East- 
lan d has proposed deals on Hells Can y on in 
order to get trial by jury in serted in the civil 
rights bill. 
Eastlan d even in vaded the civil rights camp 
an d approached such stron g civil rights sen ators 
as Jim Murray of Mon ;an a, Warren Magn uson 
of Washin gton , an d Joe O’Mahon ey of Wy omin g. 
Origin ally , Murray had come to Eastlan d seek­ 
in g votes to approve a federal dam on the 
Sn ake River at Hells Can y on . Murray had lin ed 
up 43 votes, n eeded on ly five more to guaran tee 
passage. 
“I n eed help on Hells Can y on ,” he told East­ 
lan d. 
“I n eed help on civil rights,” Eastlan d shot 
back. 
Obviously Murray was tempted. In Mon tan a, 
civil rights is n o problem, but Hells Can y on is a 
big issue. But n o deal was made. 
Later, Eastlan d wen t to Magn uson of Washin g­ 
ton with a specific deal 
He offered to deliver

versial Hells Can y on dam, if Magn uson would 
lin e up en ough western Democrats to preven t 
the Sen ate from stoppin g the filibuster on the 
ju ry -trial amen dmen t.

a s ma ny first pla ce votes as any 
I o ther friendship a sset. 
After that, there was a wide dif­

sex es. 
Boy s q uickly 
reverted 
to 
the 
wow and whistle school of thought 
by placing good looks in second 
place on the list, a shade ahead 
of companionship and well ahead 
of such attributes as brains, edu­ 
cation, good family and similar 
background. 
The girls 
weren't 
particularly 
concerned whether their boy friends 
looked 
like 
Gregory 
Peck 
or 
the bridegroom of Frankenstein’s 
daughter so long as they had a 
good reputation, m ade good com­ 
panions and had a good education. 
These three q ualities wound up in 
second, third and fourth place, re­ 
spectively , on famale list of charm 
q ualities sought in the ideal boy . 
Good looks, as a m atter o ( fact, 
closed a poor seventh with the 
girls, but still well ahead of brains 
and money . 
Surprisingly , boy s put a higher 
premium on brainy girl friends 
than 
girls 
did 
on

boy 
friends, despite the high feminine 
regard for good education. Boy s 
may still be on the lookout for 
good looking girls, but the dumb 
blonde ty pe seems a thing of the 
Holly wood past in most neighbor­ 
hoods. As Lee HaUet of Chicago 
put it, "who wants to talk to him­ 
self all night?" But a Philadelphia 
lad filed a discenting opinion. 
" I’m a sucker for a pretty face,” 
he admitted. 
Money finished in last place on 
both lists, an indication that both 
the gold-digger and the gigolo may 
be passing from 
the 
American 
scene. 
After pay ing homage to beauty , 
boy s voted heavily in favor of good 
reputation, putting 
it in 
fourth 
place on their list (compared with 


second for the girls’ list), just a 
notch behind companionship. 
Girls put a higher regard on 
good family (fifth place) than boy s 
(seventh place) agreeing with M ar­ 
tha May Long of Little Rock, Ark., 
that "good family 
means 
most 
often a good boy ." 
Intrigued by the overwhelming 
vote given personality by both boy s 
and girls, we sought an ex planation 
by asking for comment from se­ 
lected teen-agers.

The girls also 
reflected 
their 
preference for personality in com- 
menting on masculine good look_ 
e dullest and most stupid boy s 
I know could win a m an’s beauty 
contest,” sniffed a 15-y ear-old New 
Jersey miss. 
And an Indiana girl thought that 
"a good personality takes the place 
of good looks.” 
Several strong votes, however, 
were recorded for the tall, dark 
and handsome ty pe, no m atter how 
dull and dreary . "Who wants an 
ugly boy friend?” asked one girl 
who obviously didn’t. And a 13- 
y ear-old Peggy Mullen of Haddon- 
held, N. J. commented, "I dig 
cute boy s — don’t y ou?" The an­ 
swer appears to be no among most 
of her sister bobby -sockers. 
Why do boy s want brainy girl 
friends? Their q uestionnaire com­ 
ments provided some clues. "I ad­ 
mire someone with brains," said 
Germantown, Pa., lad. "At least 
I want them to try to think.” 
A midwestern boy admitted that 
in picking a girl friend he "sure 
hopes she’s sm arter than me or 
we’re both sunk!” 
The girls also had their reasons 
for wahting some brain as well as 
brawn in their male companions. 
"Having specific knowledge in 
subjects of common interest really 
forms the basis of a good friend­ 


ship,” said a New Jersey junior 
miss. An Ohio 
girl 
commented 
that if her boy friend is interested 
in bettering his education, "he’ll 
know what he wants to do later in 
life.” And a New Haven lass show­ 
ed no patience whatsoever with 
dim-witted boy s. "I don’t like ig­ 
norant people who have no ex cuse 
•r being dumb,” she huffed. 
From the results of the survey 
it appears that if a girl wants to 
avoid being a wallflower all she 
needs, in this order, are: person­ 
ality , good looks, be a good com­ 
panion. good 
reputation, 
brains, 
education, come from a good fam­ 
ily , have a background similar to 
the boy in q uestion, and finally 
but 
not 
too 
importantly , 
have 
money . The line forms to the right. 
And if a boy wants to be popular 
with the girls all he needs, in this 
order, are: personality , good repu­ 
tation, be a good companion, good 
from a similar background, good 
looks, brains and a little money .
